John W, Seery and Joseph E. Seery, 
brothers, charged with murder in the 
first degree, in causing the death of their 
mother, Ellen, by criminal assault, was 
ended last evening, the jury, after bains 
out nine tours, returning a verdict this 
morning' or not guilty in each case. 


The only persons In the room when 


the verdict was announced, beside the 
prisoners, were the court, Sheriff Capen 
and his deputies. District Attorney Har- 
ris, and Mr. Schalz, his assistant; Coun- 


i sel 
Greenhood, representing 
Joseph 


Seery; Judge Grover and Lawyer Jen- 
ney, representing John W. Seery, and 
the newspaper men. 
Clerk of Court 


Cook, after the prisoners had been or- 
dered to rise, asked the usual question 
of the foreman of the jury, whether the 
verdict had been reached. 
The latter 


replied that a verdict of not guilty had 
been found in the case of each de- 
fendant. 
The court then ordered the 


discharge from custody of the prisoners. 


The defendants received the verdict 


calmly, to all outward appearances, but 
in conversation after their release both 
gave evidence that they were very much 
affected. 
When aske* If he expected 


•uch a verdict, Joseph replied that he 
had felt confident that, If justice was 
done, there could be no other verdict. 
Before they left the court room they 
received many hearty congratulations 
from their counsel, officials of the court 
and the others who had been In at- 
tendance upon the trial. 
Immediately 


after leaving the court house they went 
to the jail for their personal effects, and 
then left for Hyde Park, where they 
have relatives. In company with their 
counsel, Mr. Jenney. 


The men have been In jail since last 


July, but notwithstanding their close 
confinement are both in good physical 
condition. 


The closing day of the trial was de- 


voted to arguments, the charge to the 
Jury being completed by Judge Sheldon 
a few minutes after 4 o'clock. 


The summing up for both sides wa« 


eloquently done, and from a Ie*al stand- 
point was an able review of the evidence 
In all Its bearing for or against the de- 
fendants. 
The charge to the Jury, as 


Is customary in capital cases, included 
a ^concise review of the responsibility 
resting upon the jury, collectively and as 
individuals, and upon the verdict to be 
reached. One strong point brought out 
In the charge was, as expected by the 
court's ruling at the time the defense 
opened its case, that If the government 
maintained that Mrs. Seery died as the 
result of a criminal assault, only one 
of the defendants couW be found guilty, 
and it was incumbent upon the Jury to 
determine if one or the other was guilty, 
and, if so, guilty beyond a reasonable 
doubt. 
The charge was considered by 


both sides to be ably put. 


The Seery family lived In East Ded- 


ham, and the alleged assault occurred 
in their home last July. The trial opened 
on Monday, Dec. 11, the jury being im- 
panelled the following- day. The evi- 
dence was entirely circumstantial, and 
the government's witnesses did not agree 
in many particulars on facts that would 
show that the assault was committed as 
alleged. The trial was not marked by 
any special features, except the ruling of 
the court that the government could 
hardly maintain that Mrs. Seery was as- 
saulted in the manner alleged by both 
eons, and therefore only one could be 
eonvicted as charged in the indictment.

GEN. ROBERTS COHFIDENT OF VICTORY 


an Interview Denies Eeports of Disloyalty of 
Msli Soldiers. Nothing Has Been Heard 


From Methuen Since Sunday, and 


Anxiety is Intense. Buller's Guns 


~. London, Dec. 21.—General Buller has 
not taken the guns he lost at the Tugela. 
That seems certain from last night's 
.dispatches, though some reports yester- 
day morning said he had recovered them. 


The latest news last night says that thi 


10 guns in question remain where they 
were abandoned. Eleven were lost alto- 
gether, one being shattered by a Boer 
shell. 


The war office states It is Improbable 


that the Boers will attempt to take the 
10 guns now stuck in the mud on the 
Tuegla bank, for it is believed that Bul- 
ler's artillery corps command the spot 
from a not far distant range, and, more- 
over, It is reasoned the Boers would have 
to cross the river to get at the abandoned 
cannon. 


However, It is admitted the British 


Jaave not attempted to retake them since 
the day of defeat. 


The Daily News has the following dis- 


patch from Cape Town, dated Dec. 16: 
T,he Boers intend to make a big stand at 
Storm-berg and are massing a great force 
at the abandoned British camp. One 
commando of 2000 consists chiefly of 
rebel Dutch." 


General Lqrd' Roberts, who is to have 


full command of the British trooys in 
South Africa, accompanied by Lady 
.Roberts and their two daughters, ar- 
rived to London yesterday, having 
traveled from Dublin with Mr. Cham- 
berlain. After going to a private hotel 
•he spent arbout an hour at the war office 
In consultation with the Marquis of 
Lansdowne, the secretary of state for 
.war. Then General Roberts returned to 
the task of pacTclng Tils" effects and In- 
terviewing the officers selected for his 
staff. 


LORD BOBBRTC. 


"When "Little Bobs," the beloved of 
"Tommy Atkins," received a representa- 
tive of the Associated Press he was 
dressed in the deepest black, in vivid 
contrast with his snow-white hair ahd 
moustache. His dapper little figure was 
as straight as ever. 
In spite of 


the multitude of details that claimed his 
attention, General Roberts willingly as- 
sented to send a parting message to the 
American people, and gave the follow- 
ing statement: 


"Circumstances naturally forbid my 


speaking about the campaign ahead of 
me, except to say that I have entire con- 
fidence in the British soldier, and that I 
believe the traditions of our army will 
be upheld in South Africa. 


"For the friendly, interest anfi sym- 


pathy exhibited by many Americans I 
am most deeply-grateful. I feel sure the 
Justice of our cause merits this. Though 
we may be at war I can safely say that 
jio unnecessary harshness and no acts of 
Inhumanity will mar the fair name of 
this branch of the Anglo-Saxon race. I 
cannot too warmly express my admira- 
tion for the spirit which prevails in our 
colonies. 'The action of Canada will al- 
ways be a glorious page in the history 
of the sons of the empire. I look for 
(treat things from the men she has sent 
arid is sending to the front. 


• "The reports which indicate that dis- 
loyalty exists in the Irish regiment? are 
absolutely untrue. In the hour of dan- 
ger my countrymen have ever been 
among the first to lay down their lives 
for their queen and country and, whether 
it be 'against the Boers or men of any 
other nationality, the Irish soldier will 
be found loyal to his queen and brave in 
battle. You cannot deny those reports 
pf Irish disloyalty too strongly."

Paris, Dec. 21.—A bill submitting the 


Franco-American reciprocity treaty to 
the approval of the French parliament 
was introduced yesterday in the cham- 
ber of deputies. The government, in an 
elaborate preamble, makes a point of 
setting, forth the kindly disposition of 
the American government which has 
enabled the negotiations to be brought

Governorship of «Cuba 
Is 


Officially Transferred, 


Newspapers Declare the Appointment lo Be 


a Most Acceptable One. 


Havana, Dec. 21.—The welcome given 


.General Wood on entering Havana yes- 
terday was, according to all the olfi resi- 
dents, without parallel in the history of 
the island. The elaborate display of 
b\ ating in the harbor and the multitude 
of boats and bands showed that the 
hastily formed reception committee had 
done excellent work. Moreover, there 
was a heartiness In the cheering that 
was quite unusual. 


The battleship Texas hoisted her flag 


to return the Mexico's salute and a num- 
ber of bands played continuously around 
the steamer so long as General Wood 
remained on board. 


Very beautiful was the display made 


by the procession of launches which es- 
corted the new governor general to the 
shore. Many of the launches towed 
larger gayly decorated boats. Colonel 
Rathbone, director of the Cuban postal 
service, was on board the division tug1. 


During the morning there was a con- 


stant stream of callers at the Hotel 
Inglaterre, where General Wood will re- 
main until General Brooke's departure. 
During the next few days General Wood 
will only attend to routine work at the 
palace. He is the recipient of numerous 
invitations to stay at private houses, but 
has felt it wiser to remain at the hotel. 


Next Saturday General Ludlow will 


give an official reception in honor of the 
new governor ge'neraTfrom. 3 to 5 in the 
afternoon,'and a-goyernor's salute of 17 
guns will then be'fired froni Cabanas. 


General Ludlow, accompanied by hit 


staff, visited General Wood by appoint- 
ment. He was immediately followed by 
General Wilson and his staff. General 
Wilson came to Havana to attend the 
.ball given by General. Brooke Tuesday 
evening. He left yesterday afternoon 
for Matanzas. 


Accompanied by G«neral Chaffee and 


Lieutenant Brooks, General Wood called 
upon General Brooke at noon, whan the 
governorship was officially transferred. 
The retiring governor general will leave 
for the United States on Saturday, re- 
maining for some time in Tampa before 
going further .norjth. 


The only additional formal ceremony 


prior to General" Brooke's departure will 
be the introduction to General Wood of 
all the staff officers, secretaries and his 
officials of note. 


The local papers devote considerable 


space to the reception, declaring that 
General Wood is the mo*t acceptable 
man who could have been appointed to 
bring Cuba out of her difficulties and 
Into a quiet harbor. The Lucha says: 


"His first act is enough to ingratiate 


himself with the Cuban people, because 
he declared that he had no intention to 
issue a proclamation. This- is a novelty 
which Cubans will keenly appreciate, aa 
it indicates that, he means to 7-sly upon 
deeds rather than words. Cubans will 
foal that no other American would be 
received here with such heartl-t'c re- 
joicing. Our people, of all sha-'.es of 
opinion, will give him ail the assistance 
in their power." 


The'Nuevo Pals believes that a. bright 


future is about, to commence; and all the 
papers allude to the extraordinary num- 
ber of representative men who partici- 
pated in the reception. Particular ref- 
erence is made to the presence of Gen- 
eral Maiai Rodriguez and the aides of 
.General Maximo Gomez. Owing to ill- 
ness General Gomez was not able to be 
present himself.

The soldiers In the Philippines will 


receive some odd gifts this Christmas, 
sent by the girls they left behind them, 
says tbe New York Commercial Adver- 
tiser. A portrait is the most welcome 
present a homesick soldier can receive. 
In order that he may carry It with 
him always it should not be a cumber- 
some affair in a great heavy silver 
frame. It should be small and handy 
and portray a beloved face. The pri- 
vate with his cheap photograph of his 
dear Sarah Jane and the general with 
his $200 miniature are in thorough 
sympathy. 
When the "boys" went 


away, many of them were laden with 
lucky stones, charms, amulets and 
mascots of all kinds from golden beans 
and wee, black oak pigs to rabbits' feet 
and four leaved clovers. 'But these 
trifles are giving place to pnotogiaphs 
and miniatures, the latter painted on 
ivory, imbedded in velvet and incased 
,ln leather to be as safe and unbreaka- 
ble as possible. One woman miniatur- 
ist says she has had many orders for 
children's portraits, all of which are to 
be sent to the men at the front for 
Christmas. For one brave father she 
has painted three portraits, one of bis 
son and heir of 6, one of a daughter of 
2 and one of tbe baby girl whom the 
father has never seen. These minia- 
tures are quite small, hardly larger 
than a 25 cent piece, and they are rim- 
med with pearls, which symbolize pur- 
ity and tears.

later on Saturday nights and you will 
see the, clerks still working. Mr. Six- 
o'clock-man, how would you like to 
work until that hoinr of the night In- 
stead of the; hours you do work? 
Wouldn't like it, would you? Do you 
think we do? Now if you tried—under* 
stand tried—don't you think you oould 
do your trading beiora 9 o'clock on any 
night in the week. Why certainly you 
could. If you work an hour overtime 
you want pay for that hour. Yet you 
and your folks keep us here, and why? 
What have the cltrks ever done that 
you should make therm work so much 
longer than any other class of men?

Gen. Lawton and Major Whipple 


The death of Major General Law- 


ton in the Philippines this week was al- 
most a personal one- for the members 
of the Second regiment who served 
under him in Cuba. It is probable that 
ti.e appeal for aid to secure a fund for 
his wife will be responded to readily 
among the local members of the regi- 
ment In this city this morning James 
Hunter Williams started out to secure 
money for the fund, in 50 cent subscrip- 
tions, and met with success. He hoped 
to raise $50 in the city in this way. 


General Lawton was a close friend of 


Major Whipple in Cuba, and the fol- 
lowing story, as told by Colonel Clark, 
although it has been published in the 
Transcript before, will be of renewed 
interest: 


On the day of the San Juan flght, 


Major Whipple of Adams was seated 
leaning up against a tree, during a 
comparatively quiet time, and General 
Lawton came up and sat down beside 
him. 
The two men began a discussion 


of the question of nervousness under 
fire. General Lawton said that he 
never was in such a position without 
feeling considerable of it Major Whip- 
pie would not admit that that he was 
troubled at all. 
Suddenly a bullet 


struck Just beside them on the tree, 
against which they were leaning, scat- 
tering bark about in a most alarming 
manner. Major Whipple, who tells 
this story of himself, Jumped about 
two feet into the air. General Lawton, 
on the contrary, remained, gave not 
the least sign of alarm. "Yes," he said 
dryly, "I notice you are not nervous."

SHOULD BE REMEMBERED. "" 


Senator Hoar Declares Agalnsf Departure 


From Doctrines ol the Past. 


Washington, Dec. 21.—Among the res- 


olutions introduce* into the senate yes- 
terday was one by Senator Hoar, ex- 
pressing his well-known anti-imperial- 
istic views. 


The resolution recites the fact that tha 


late war with Spain left the people of 
Cuba, Porto Eica and the Philippine 
islands dependent upon the United 
States, and resolves: 
"That this re- 


public adheres to the doctrines which 
were in the past set forth in the Declara- 
tion of Independence, and in ita na- 
tional and state constitutions." 
It 


further outlines the home problems to 
be worked out, namely;- Equal rights 
for the negro, pure municipal govern- 
ment, a free ballot box, banishment of 
illiteracy, expansion over the continent 
and islands of the sea where we can 
bring equality and self-government 
without the aid of cannon and bayonet 


Senator Pettlgrew brought up his res- 


olution, calling on the president for the 
report of the commission to investigata 
the conduct of the Spanish war, and 
mads a rather bitter speech on the 
subject. 
He charged the Republicans 


with smothering Inquiry resolutions and 
with hiding news which would injure 
the 
administration. 
Mr. Hawley 


wished the resolution referred to the 
military affairs commitUe, but Mr. 
Allison said he knew of no reason why 
the resolution should not pass, and why 
the senate should not be in possession 
of this information, which he considered 
valuable; and the resolution was agreed 
to. 


Mr. Hale drew the attention of the 


senate to the proclamation of General 
Brooke, and Bald if its statements wero 
true Cuba could soon be permitted to 
govern itself. 


Bills were introduced in both branches 


of congress granting the widow of Gen- 
eral Lawton a pension of 12000 a year. 
The senate foreign relations committee 
reports favorably the Samoan treaties. 
The only opposition in the committee 
was from the new Democratic members. 


No business was transacted at the 


brief session of the house. The time was 
occupied in a filibuster Against a motion 
to adjourn, having been inaugurated by 
the Democrats and some Republicans in 
order to giva Mr. Grow, the venerable 
ex-speaker of the house, an opportunity 
to reply to some statements made by 
Mr. Gaines (Tenn.). Mr. Payne, the ma- 
jority leader, was defeated on two roll- 
calls. Mr. Richardson chaffed him on 
his defeat in a good-natured way. After 
Mr. Grow had made his statement tho 
bouse adjourned until Jan. 3. 


Another Expert Has • Decidedly Itrtnf 


Opinion en the Matter, 


New York, Deo. It-John F. Tyrrell a. 


handwriting expert, -was recalled to the 
•land in the Molineux trial yesterday. 
.The entire proceedings in yesterday'! 
•ession were devoted to his examination. 


Mr. Tyrrell's evidence waa mainly 


technical, being devlpted to the pe- 
culiarities in slants, curves, loops, "pea 
pressure" and "pen habits" of writ- 
ings which he alleged were done by 
Molineux. 
One of his points was that 


I most of the writing was vertical, with- 


out having any of the vertical styles 
usually accompanying such writing. 


One of his statements, which was in 


direct contrast to evidence given by Mr. 
Kinsley, the other handwriting expert, 
was in regard to the dotting of the "i." 
Mr. Tyrrell maintained that the writer 
completed his word and often his sen- 
tence before returning with his pen to 
dot the "I." 
Mr. Kinsley gave It as his 


opinion that the writer stopped to dot 
the "1" before completing the word. 


Mr. Tyrrell brought out the point that 


the writer of the poison package ad- 
dress could only write a certain distance 
without lifting his hand or changing the 
position of his pen. In this connection 
he made comparisons between the ad- 
dresses on the poison package, the 
bogus "Cornish-Harpster" letter and 
some writings admitted to have been, 
done by Molineux. 
He said the sim- 


ilar words of all the exhibits had the 
same "pen habits." 
He also pointed 


out what he claimed to be pertinent 
similarities in the formation of many 
of the letters, loops, strokes and curves. 


When asked the strength of his opin- 


ion that the defendant wrote all the ex- 
hibits from which the word "oblige" 
had been taken and analyzed, he said: 
"As strong as anything terrestrial; aa 
anything can be on this earth." 


The examination proceeded on these 


lines, taking up word by word and 
phrase by phrase, until 4:40 o'clock, 
when court adjourned. 


Long Convention Ended. 


Detroit, Dec. 21.—The longest conven- 


tion of the American Federation of La- 
bor ever held ended yesteraay afternoon. 
During the nine days that the delegates 
were in session, declarations were 
adopted concerning a great variety of 
questions of more or less public import- 
ance, but, for the first time in many 
years, no proposition was made or ac- 
tion taken, even icmotely, connected 
with the money question or other pend- 
ing political Issues. Among the clos- 
ing items of business transacted ^ras the 
adoption of resolutions appealing to con- 
gress to submit to state legislatures a 
16th 
constitutional amendment to pro- 


hibit disfranchisement of citizens on ac- 
cgunt of their sex, and directing Presi- 
dent Gompers to correspond vith the 
trades unions of the continental Euro- 
pean countries with a view of iringing 
about 
fraternal relatlens. 
Samuel 


Gompers was re-elected president. 


Flattering Offer to Dr. Purves. 


New York, Dexs.~ 21.—By unanimous 


vote of the congregation of the Fifth 
Avenue Presbyterian church, at a meet- 
ing last night, it was voted to extend 
anew to Rev. George ^. Purves, D. D., 
LLD., professor of New Testament 
literature and exegesis in Princeton col- 
lege, to be pastor of the church and 
successor to the late Rev. Dr. John Hall. 
The salary offered to Dr. Purves is 
$12,000 pe» annum, and he is to have the 
use of the parsonage.

LOCAL OFFICERS TESTIFY 


To Mull's Arrest and Conduct Here. 


Wrote a Letter to Himself and 


Signed Girl's Name. Pro. 


secution Rests 


The prosecution in the case of Archie 


Mull, charged with 
the murder of 


Nelville B. Lord at Nassau, was fin- 
ished in Troy yesterday. Long before 
the hour of convening the afternoon 
sessions the court house was crowded 
with spectators and the court was 


to Issue an order excluding 


many. It was the sixth day of the 
trial and the Interest was greater than 
on any other day from the fact that 
it was known that Arthur Snyder, the 
orphan boy, and the only eye-witness 
to the crime according to the people's 
case, was to be put on the stand. The 
story of Snyder was told in a clear, 
ringing- voice, and there was no hesi- 
tation on his part other than when he 
appeared to be recalling the incidents 
of the day as they transpired. Mull sat 
quietly through the recital. He watch- 
ed for every word that came from the 
boy's lips. His mother was not present 
while Snyder was on the stand, but hi9 
two brothers occupied chairs by his 
side. 


Snyder told first of his life at the 


Lord t&rxn, and said that on, the morn- 
ing °o£ September 29, while he was on 
his, way to the village with his milk he 
met Mull between Houston's store anc! 
the Nassau house. Mull asked him if 
Mr. Lord had men to work for him, and 
the witness said h« brought hiomfe two 
the night before, and that one of them 
on being sent to the pasture after the 
horses, did not bring them, down, and 
went away l«avinr the halters on the 
grate post 


He then told of how Mull came to 


the farm, and how Mull went back af- 
ter the ax, as reported in the papers, 
after they had started to mend, the 
f --nces. All then started up the hill into 
the woods together, Mr. Lord being in 
the lead. Mull after him and. the wit-, 
ness last. 


"We had not gone far," Snyder said, 


"when Mull took the ax from 
his 


shoulder and struck Mr. Lord on the 
head. Mr. Liord fell to the ground. 
saying, 'I'm dying,' Mull said to me, 
'Don't you yell out,' and I said: 'I 
will; Mr. Lord is aytnar.' I then started 
to run and Archie threw the ax at 
me. It tripped me up and he cavsht 
tip to me and knocked me down. Then 
he picked up the ax and hit me_on the 
head. That's all I remember." 


Mr. Howard asked the witness what 


Mull did after he hit Mr. Lord, and he 
said: "Got down on his knees beside 
him and went through hia pockets, 
taking out Mr. Lord's pocketbotok. 


The ax was shown to the witness and 


fc« identified it, and at 'the request of 
the district attorney showed the jury 
in what manner Mull carried the ax 
while going' from the carriage house to 
the woods. 


"How many were in the' woods at the 


time, Arthur?" asked District Attorney 
Howard. 


"Only three of us," "replied the wit- 


ness "Mr. Lord, Mull and myself." 


"Did 
yiu aee who hit Mr. Lord?" 


"Yes, sy-." 
"Who was it?" 
"Archie Mull." 
"Are you sura?" 
"Yes, sir." 
"Is he here In court? 
"Yesi, sir." 
"Where is he?" 
"Sitting back of that man (pointing 


to Mr. Fursrtian) there." 


The boy was cross-examined by Mr. 


Fursman and nothing not brought out 
on the direct examination was devel- 
oped. 


George Hotaling, the other farm 


hand, who found the body, testified of 
the circumstances and of Mull's threat 
to kill Lord for his money. 


A feature of especial local interest in 


yesterday's session was the testimony 
of the local officers who were concerned 
in the arrest of Mull in this city and 
his care at the police station. 
Officer , 


Jones was the first to be called.. He 
testified to seeing Mull in this city the 
morning of September 30. 


He met him at the depot, and asked 


him where he belonged. Mull said he 
•was stopping at North Adams; that he 
lived at Wynantskill, a few miles from 
Troy. 
Mull sa'd he had never been 


Nassau except to go through the vil- 
lage. Officers Jones and Whipple took 
Mull to the station, where Chief Ken- 
dall placed him under arrest. The wit- 
ness said he went to the house where 
Mull said he was stopping, and, found 
that the prisoner had not been there. 
The witness also identified the paper 
and »ame "Charlie Westfall," as Mull 
had written) it at the request of the 
police. The paper was offered in evi- 
dence. 


Officer Whipple, who assisted in ar- 


resting Mull, gave coritoborative evi- 
dence. The time of Mull's arrest was 
about 7.10 a. m., September 30. 


Captain Dineen testified to. placing 


Mull under airest and, stated that the 
prisoner had admitted that his name 
was Archie Mull. He had given the 
Demming woman $6, the wltnesa said. 
The witness searched Mull and found 
58 cents. Mull had told a rambling 
story to th« witness regarding his 
movements on the day of the crime. 
Mull named many places in Nassau 
that he had v:aitted that day. He ad- 
mitted he had written a letter on the 
train to himself In this city and had 
signed it as if coming from a girl— An- 
na Garland. The letter was Identified 
by Captain Dineen and was Offered in 
evidence. Mull told the officer he had 
v, ritten it to himself to show it to a 
girl in this city, to make her feel jea- 
IOUP. 


During the examination the attorneys 


for both sides brought out the fact 
that the Demming woman, at whose 
home Mull said he was stopping, was 
known by several names, and that 
though every effort had been made to 
obtain her as a witness on thla trial, 
she had refused to go to Troy. 


Chief Kendall gave corroborative evi- 


dence relative to the arrest and Iden- 
tification of Mull and the subsequent 
procedure. Chief Kendall refreshed his 
memory from notes and gave the gist 
of Mull's story of hi* actions September 
20, aa follows: Mull had eaten at home, 
gone to Lester Clapper'B house; to the 
hotel; ba'ck to hia home, and then to 
hia grand father1* homo after walnuts. 
He got about three pint*) oZ walnut*, 


ui« .i>r Qua trace having been out down. 
He returned home and then went to 
Niverville. His trip to this city was 
described, as previously published. 


Other evidence was given by many 


witnesses rrom Nassau, showing Mull'* 
movements during the day of the mur- 
der, September 29, hia pale and excit- 
ed appearance, some of the circum- 
stances of the finding of the bodies of 
Lord and the boy Snyder and Mull's 
possession of money after the time of 
the murder, although he had none be- 
fore. 


The local officers who testified re- 


turned last night, except Chief Ken- 
dall, who was asked to stay over by 
the district attorney. 


MAY TAKE THE FITCHBURG 


How Us Stand Against the 3. & A. 


Lease May Result. 


Concerning the opposition of the 


Fitchburg road to the Boston and Al- 
bany lease, as reported in the Tran- 
script Tuesday, the New York Com- 
mercial Advertiser sa,ys: 


'•The opposition of the directors and 


leading stockholders of the Fitchburg 
railroad to the ratification of the lease 
01 the Central is regarded by the New 
York Central management as the only 
obstacle to the consummation of the 
deal. A protest from, the Fitchburg 
interests, which are influential in Mas- 
sachusetts, is likely to have weight 
with the legislature of that state, in 
which there has already appeared a 
spirit in opppsition to the proposed 
turning over of the Boston and Albany 
te the Vanderbilts. 


"The situation is reaching a point 


where it may be necessary for the New 
York Central to renew its negotiations 
for control of the Fi.teh.burg. " When 
the Boston and Alba,ny lease was first 
broached the Fitchburg was consid- 
ered in the general scheme and a con- 
ditional offer was made for that prop- 
erty. Mr. Va,nderbilt and his associates 
proposed, to take over the Fitchburg in 
perpetuity and guarantee 4 per cent per 
annum on its1 $24,360,000 of capital stock. 
This part of the scheme, however, was 
abandoned, partly because some of the 
Fitchburg stockholders wanted 5 per 
cent, instead of 4 per cent., and partly 
because the New York Central people 
thought they could get along without 
the Fitchburg. 


"The 
hitch in the Boston and Albany 


deal, caused by the demand of a ma- 
jority of the stock owners for better 
terms, it is said, awakened a belief 
among the Fitchburg stockholders that 
by pursuing an aggressive course they 
too might force concessions from the 
New York Central people. The Fitch- 
burg directors- feel that the traffic of 
that road would be seriously injured 
should the New York Central divert all 
of its New England traffic over the 
Boston and Albany, and they know 
that the New York Central manage- 
ment,Is determined to carry this1 lease 
through if possible. Hence there is a 
sentiment among- the Fitchburg share- 
holders in favor or leasing that road 
to the New York 'Central at a guaran- 
tee of 5 per cent per annum, "Whether 
the New York Central will undertake 
tc buy peace at that price or any other 
price remains to be seen."

Dam's Christmas Trip 
Through the Stores 


MANY WITHOUT 
CERTIFICATES 


And Truant Officer Was Besieged by 


Children Anxious to Get Permits 
to Work Through Holidays. Un- 


expected Carelessness 


The inspection of the local stores by 


State Inspector Dam yesterday after- 
noon, , reported in yesterday's Tran- 
script, caused more confusion than was 
anticipated by long: odds. Last year's 
inspection was very thorough, and it 
xvas believed that most of the local 
merchants were so well acquainted 
the law that there would be little vio- 
lation of it this year. 


In almost every large store, however, 


violations of it were found, and in con- 
sequence a number of the stores are 
anxiously looking1 for extra help today. 


There are two sections to the law 


which are of especial importance at 
this time. The first is that no child 
under 14 years of age shall bp employ- 
ed in any factory, workshop or mer- 
cantile establishment. The second is 
that "No child under sixteen years of 
age shall be employed in any factory, j 
workshop or mercantile establishment | 
unless the person or corporation em- ' 
ploying him procures and keeps on, file 
and accessible to the truant officers of 
the town or city, and to district police 
and inspectors of factories, an age and 
schooling certificate as hereinafter pre- 
scribed, and keeps two complete lists ' 
of all such children employed therein, 
one on file and 
one conspicuously 


posted near the principal entrance of 
the building in which such children are 
employed, and also keeps on file a com- 
plete list, and sends to the superin- 
tendent of schools, or where there is 
no superintendent, to the school com- 
mittee, the names of all minors era- 
ployed therein who cannot read at 
sight and write legibly simple senten- 
ces in the eEnglish language." 


The first section was found to be 


violated in several instances, p.nd mer- 
chants employing children UB-T 14 
were notified to cease at once. The sec- 
ond section was found to be most large- 
ly Violated, however. 
Nearly every 


large store had one or more children 
under 16 who had not the required cer- 
tificates, and there* was a sudden rush 
to the truant officer, whose duty it is 
to give them out. 


Thi9 office at city hall was crowded 


all yesterday afternoon and this morn- 
ing, amost o'f the children, having with 
them their mothers, so that the officer 
was given a very lively day or so of it. 


Most of the children, secured certifi- 


cates without trouble, although in at 
least one instance a mother gave a 
false age fior her son to order that he 
might secure work. There is a hea *y 
penalty for this, but the case will <i&t 
be pushed in all probability, the only 
thing done being to investigate the 
case and forbid the child from working. 


The merchants were given a giood 


deal of trouble, aa it is hard to any 
case to secure extra help enough fior 
the Christmas trade, but the law is 
emphatic, and can easily be complied 
with by seeing to it that all the child* 
ren employed secure the certificates.

Of Prominent Berkshire Family 


Henry Williams Dwight, a native of
